
Sweatshop-Free Procurement Affidavit 

In accordance with requirements set forth in section 2-92-605 of the Municipal Code of Chicago, 

Contractor warrants and promises that neither Contractor nor any of its subcontractors shall engage or 

otherwise utilize, in the performance of this contract, any supply chain that uses sweatshop labor as 

defined by Subsection 2-92-605(a)(9).   

Contractor understands that it will be required to produce records upon request of the chief 

procurement officer to verify its supply chain information.  

Contractors are expected to investigate the conditions of the companies with which they do business 

and to understand the labor laws of the applicable jurisdiction and any industry reports on hourly wage 

and benefits.  Contractors should not rely on unsupported statements or verbal assurances of their 

subcontractors.  

Under penalty of perjury the person signing below: (1) warrants that he/she is authorized to execute this 

Affidavit on behalf of Contractor, and (2) warrants that all certifications and statements contained in this 

Affidavit are true, accurate, and complete as of the date of execution.
